Kingswood Regional High School 7:00 P.M. 


Pursuant to the foregoing warrant, the Town Meeting was called to order at 
10:00 A.M. by the Moderator, Robert C. Varney. 


After reading Articles 1, 2, 16, 17 and 20, a motion was made by Thomas A. 
O’Dowd, seconded by Bertha Weeks, to refrain from reading the entire Warrant at 
this time, provided the entire warrant is read at the evening meeting. Voice vote 
was in the affirmative. Balloting began at 10:22 A.M., continuing until 6:00 P.M. 


At 7:00 P.M. the meeting reconvened at the Kingswood Regional High School, 
with Moderator Robert C. Varney presiding. 


Following is the action taken on the various Articles in the Warrant: 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell any 
property taken by tax title or otherwise. A motion was made by Donald Hallock, 
seconded by Warren Thompson to adopt Article 3 as read. Voice vote was 
unanimous and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to hire a sum of 
money necessary to pay expenses in anticipation of taxes and Federal Grants. A 
motion was made by Herbert Van Blarcom, seconded by Leslie Rankin to adopt 
the Article as read. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and authorize 
withdrawal from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of 
the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 for use as setoffs against budget 
appropriations in the amount indicated; and, further to authorize the Selectmen to 
make pro rata reductions in the amounts if estimated entitlements are reduced or 
take any other action hereon:

A motion was made by John Ballard, seconded by Warren Thompson to adopt 


Article 5 as read. Discussion followed. Voice vote was in the affirmative, and so 
declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise the additional sum of 
$70,974.00 by issuing serial notes to pay for the balance of the cost of the additional 
incinerator unit mentioned in Article No. 5. 

(This Article recommended by the Budget Committee). 

A motion was made by Paul Hatch, seconded by Leslie Rankin to adopt the 
Article as read. Dr. Lawrence Toms asked for the terms of the serial notes. Paul 
Hatch made a motion to amend the Article 6 to read ‘‘issuing two year serial 
notes’’, seconded by Lillian Brookes. Voice vote on the amendment was in the 
affirmative. Voice vote on the Article as amended was in the affirmative and 
declared more than the two thirds necessary. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate any and all funds 
received under Title II - Anti Recession Fiscal Assistance to State and Local 
Governments and further, authorize the Board of Selectmen to receive and spend 
the 1977 balance and an estimated amount in 1978 for the following specific 
purpose: 


APPROPRIATION AMOUNT 
Highway Department Labor: 

a. 1977 Balance $ 224.84 

b. 1978 Estimated Receipts 9,500.00 

TOTAL APPROPRIATIONS $9,724.84 


(This Article recommended by the Budget Committee) 
A motion was made by Paul Hatch, seconded by David Senecal to adopt Article 
7 as read. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will establish a Contingency Fund of 
$10,000.00 to meet the costs of expenses not anticipated that may arise during the 
year. A detailed report of all expenditures from the Contingency Fund shall be 
made by the Selectmen and published with the Town Report. 

(This Article recommended by the Budget Committee) 


A motion was made by Leslie Rankin, seconded by James Hill to adopt the 
Article as read. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will approve the allocation of all funds 
received from the sale of timber cut on Town owned land for the sole use of the 
Conservation Commission bank account and to be withdrawn only with the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen and a majority of the Conservation 
Commission. 

(This Article recommended by the Budget Committee. ) 


A motion was made by Warren Thompson, seconded by Donald Hallock, to 
adopt Article 9 as read. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the 
Moderator. Article 9 passed. 


ARTICLE 10. Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and the Town 
Manager to apply for, receive, and expend an amount not to exceed $705,000.00 
from the Community Development Block Grant program as administered by the 
U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development. The expenditure will be as 
follows: 


Priority No. 1 Improvements to the Town Water System $315,000.00 
Priority No. 2 Business Areas Revitalization 390,000.00 
Total $705,000.00 


(This Article submitted without recommendation by the Budget Committee) 


A motion was made by Lawrence Heath, seconded by Timothy Sullivan to 
adopt Article 10 as read. Mr. Heath presented a Citizens’ Committee report for the 
Block Grant Program. Ted Newman spoke in behalf of the Budget Committee as to 
why it was not recommended by the Budget Committee. A motion was made by 
Edward W. Zulauf, seconded by Paul R. Hatch to amend Article 10 to read: 
Priority No. 1. 


1. Preparation of a public facilities plan and other 


related master plan studies $25,000.00 

2. Preparation of bidding documents and the construction 
of a 500,000 gallon water tank in the North Main Street Area 175,000.00 

3. Preparation of bidding documents and the construction 
of water mains in the North Main Street area 100,000.00 

4. Activity administrative costs, including environmental 
assessments 15,000.00 
Total Priority Costs $315,000.00 


Priority No. 2. 
1. Preparation of a business areas master plan for the 
revitalization of the commercial and industrial sections 


of the Town $ 25,000.00 
2. Acquire land and construct offstreet parking areas to 
provide between 50 and 100 spaces 100,000.00 


3. Prepare bidding documents and provide new sidewalks, 
street furniture, street trees, special street lighting 
standards and other improvements in conformance with 
the recommendations of the revitalization plan. Also 
undertake construction of public restrooms and selected 


street reconstruction in conformance with the plan 125,000.00 

4. Improvement to firefighting capability through 
replacement of 47 year old aerial ladder truck 125,000.00 
5. Activity administrative costs, including appraisals 15,000.00 
Total Priority Costs $390,000.00 


Voice vote on the Amendment was in the affirmative. A motion was made by 
Herbert Van Blarcom to amend the amended Article as follows: ‘‘No funds will be 


expended for any specific project above the amount included in the amended 
warrant, unless the excess over the stated figure will be funded by HUD.” 
Seconded by Warren Brodrick. Voice vote to amend the amended article was not 
determined, so the Moderator called for a standing count. Vote for the amendment 
203, opposed 83. Leigh Turner made a motion to close debate. Voice vote was in the 
affirmative. Voice vote on Article 10 as amended was in the affirmative and 
declared passed by two-thirds necessarv. bv the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 11. Tosee if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of money for a 
fire hydrant to be located on Waumbeck Road, at the intersection of Council Tree 
Lane. (This Article presented by petition), (Cost of the hydrant to be $750.00). 
(This Article Submitted without recommendation by the Budget Committee.) A 
motion was made by Paul Pudloski, seconded by Willard Smith, to adopt Article 11 

‘as read. Edward W. Zulauf made the motion, seconded by Lillian O. Brookes, to 
read ‘‘cost to be $1,150.00’’. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so recorded. 
Voice vote on the Article as amended was defeated. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town of Wolfeboro will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) dollars for the Center of Hope for 
Developmental Disabilities, Inc. (This Article presented by petition), (This Article 
recommended by the Budget Committee). A motion was made by Patricia 
Waterman, seconded by Robert Sager, to adopt Article 12 as read. Voice vote was 
in the affirmative, and so declared. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to purchase 30.27 acres of ground 
from the Heirs of Clarina S. Hersey, as the remaining part of the Abenaki Ski Area, 
which the Town presently does not own. Cost of the purchase is not to exceed 
$50,000. and further to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue serial notes for a 
period of five (5) years to pay for the agreed upon price. (This Article 
recommended by the Budget Committee). A motion was made by Lillian O. 
Brookes, seconded by Peter Brewitt, to adopt Article 13 as read. Voice vote was in 
the affirmative, and declared a two-thirds majority by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to purchase a snow blower, not to 
exceed $16,875.00, using $15,000.00 which was appropriated for this purpose in 1977, 
and presently being carried as a liability, with the additional $1,875.00 to be 
appropriated at this time. (This Article recommended by the Budget Committee. ) 

A motion was made by James W. Hill, seconded by Peter Brewitt, to adopt 
Article 14 as read. Voice vote was in the negative, and the article was defeated. 


ARTICLE 15. Tosee if the Town will approve and adopt the recommendations 
of the Budget Committee and raise and appropriate the various sums contained in 
this report and listed in the Budget. A motion was made by Lillian O. Brookes, 
seconded by John McDermott, to adopt Article 15 as read. Paul R. Hatch made a 
motion, seconded by Lillian O. Brookes tc amend Article 15 to read a sum of 
$3,720,992.59. The Moderator made the decision to sense the meeting individually 
on the amendments to Article 15, which is as follows: 

“TI move that the recommendations of the Wolfeboro Budget Committee, as 
contained in Article 15, be amended by increasing the total appropriation by the 
sum of $23,000.00; further that this additional money be appropriated for the 
following purposes:”’ 


Water & Sewer Department $13,833.00 


New Equipment 2,500.00 
Municipal Electric Department 3,334.00 
Town Officers Expenses 3,333.00 

Total $23,000.00 


Voice vote on the Management Study was in the affirmative and Amended 
Article 15 to add to the Water and Sewer Department $3,333.00; $3,334.00 to the 
Municipal Electric Department and $3,333.00 to Town Officers Expenses. 

Voice vote to increase the Water & Sewer Department by $10,500.00 was 
defeated. Voice vote to amend Article 15 to add $2,500.00 to new equipment was in 
the affirmative and so declared. 

Russell Chase made a motion, seconded by John Ballard to amend Article 15 
by deleting $25,000.00 from the Municipal Electric budget for a computer. Voice 
vote was in the affirmative and carried. 

Voice vote on Article 15 as amended was unanimous and so declared by the 
Moderator. Total Budget of $3,685 ,492.59. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following Zoning 
Amendments: Results as follows:

To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following: ‘‘Shall we 
adopt the provisions of RSA 466:30a which makes it unlawful for an owner of any 
dog licensed or unlicensed to permit said dog to run at large, except when 
accompanied by the owner or custodian, and when used for hunting; herding, 
supervised competition and exhibition or training for such?” (This Article 
presented by petition), (To be voted on by official ballot), 654 Yes 246 No. 


ARTICLE 18. ‘‘To see if the Town wishes to exclude from the ‘Old Age 
Survivors and Disability Insurance Plan’’ in any class or classes of positions of 
election officials or election workers for a calendar quarter in which the 
remuneration paid for each service is less than $50.00.’’ A motion was made by 
John Ballard, seconded by Paul R. Hatch, to adopt Article 18 as read. Voice vote 
was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following ordinance 
relating to separation of household waste disposed of at the incinerator. A motion 
was made by James W. Hill, seconded by Lillian O. Brookes to adopt Article 19 as 
read. An amendment was made by Curtis Pike, seconded by Benjamin Ladd, to 
delete the words ‘‘supposed to be’’ from section I. Security. Voice vote on the 
Amendment was in the affirmative. Paul R. Hatch made a motion to amend 
Article 19 Section A. Hours of Operation ‘‘Hours to be set by Selectmen.’ Voice 
vote on the Amendment carried. Voice vote on Article 19 as amended was in the 
affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 20. Expanded elderly exemption was voted on by official ballot with 
the following results: 554 Yes 320 No 


ARTICLE 21. And to conduct any such other business that may legally come 
before the meeting. A motion was made by Paul R. Hatch, seconded by Leslie 
Rankin, to adjourn the meeting.

November 7, 1978 


The meeting was called to order at the Brewster Town Hall Court Room on 
November 7, 1978 at 10 o’clock by Moderator, Robert C. Varney. After the reading 
of the Warrant, voting by ballot began, with the following results: 


ARTICLE 1. 

Amendment 1. Are you in favor of the adoption of Zoning Amendment No. 1 to 
the 1963 Wolfeboro Zoning Ordinance as proposed by the Wolfeboro Planning

thence Southwesterly about 975 feet to the Northeasterly most corner of land now 
or formerly of Maxfield and land now or formerly of Parsons; thence along a 
stonewall of said land of Maxfield and Parsons S 03 degrees 42’ 53”’ E 213.36’ along 
a stonewall and land of said Maxfield to an iron pipe: thence continuing along said 
stonewall of said land of Maxfield and Parsons S 07 degrees 09’ 48’’ W 163.75’ toa 
drill hole; thence S 37 degrees 00’ E 353.65’ along said land of Maxfield and Parsons 
to a stone bound at the northerly corner of land now or formerly of Bly; thence S 62 
degrees 34’ 39”’ W 512.56 feet to an iron pin; thence S 10 degrees 35’ 21’’ w 214.00 feet 
to an iron pin; thence S 36 degrees 10 feet 25”’ E 18.76 feet to a stone bound; thence 
Southeasterly 1470 feet, more or less, to the intersection of the railroad right of way 
and the projection of the Parsons-Bly property line, said line being Northwesterly 
of Route 28 and having a bearing of S 34 degrees 59’ 32”” E; thence following along 
said Wolfeboro Railroad in an Easterly direction about 1200 feet to the centerline of 
Route 109; thence Northwesterly along the centerline of Route 109 to the point of 
beginning, provided however, thai land in said district below 540 feet USGS con- 
tour line shall not be used for commercial purposes but shall be left in its natural 
state with the exception of roadways necessary to service other lands not so 
restricted.

Zoning Ordinance by striking out the definition ‘‘m”’ of frontage and substitute 
therefore with definition ‘‘p”’ frontage - A lot dimension on a public or private road 
serving more than one lot or on a body of water, other than access, provided that, 
in the case of shore lots, frontage shall mean the dimension on the body of water 
only, but no dimension of a lot, where entrance is contemplated, shall be less than 
fifteen feet. Driveways to single rear lots shall not be construed as frontage: in the 
case of corner lots, frontage and front lot lines shall mean the dimensions and lines 
on both intersecting streets.

ARTICLE 16. Tosee if the Town will vote to adopt the following: 
CURFEW ORDINANCE 


A regulation pertaining to a special curfew in the Town of Wolfeboro is as 
follows: 


A. During the period from October 29 through November 2, inclusive, it shall 
be unlawful for any minor under the age of eighteen years to be upon any public 
street or in any public place, after the hour of eight o’clock in the evening, unless 
accompanied by a parent, guardian or other suitable adult person. 


B. Curfew signal. Whistles which can be heard in the compact part of Town 
shall be sounded at the appointed time and shall be called the curfew signal, after 
which all children under eighteen years shall be required to be off the street, ex- 
cept if they are in the company of a parent, guardian, or other suitable adult 
person. 


C. Penalty, Custodian. Any parent, guardian or person having the control of 
any minor child under the age of eighteen years who shall permit any such minor 
to be upon any public street or in any public place in the Town of Wolfeboro, in 
violation of this ordinance, shall be fined not more than One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars. 


D. Penalty, Minors. For any violation of this ordinance by any child, he shall 
be taken home by the police officers of the Town. 


E. Effective date. This ordinance to take effect sixty days after its passage. 


ARTICLE 17. Zoning Amendments. 


Amendment No. 1 
To see if the Town will vote to amend Article II, Section 5 of the 1963 Zoning 
Ordinance by striking out the second paragraph and substituting in its place: 


‘“‘Business District 1-b shall also include all land within the following boun- 
daries: 
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Beginning on the northwesterly side of Route 28 at a point 200 feet northerly of 
the northerly side of Route 109; thence running in a northwesterly direction 200 
feet from and parallel to said Route 109 to an extension of the southeasterly 
boundary line of the Wolfeboro Center Cemetery; thence turning and running in a 
southwesterly direction a distance of 200 feet on the extension of and the 
southeasterly boundary of said Cemetery to North Line Road; thence continuing 
on the same course across North Line Road to its southwesterly sideline; thence 
turning and running in a northwesterly direction on the southwesterly side of 
North Line Road 950 feet; thence southerly approximately 1500 feet to the north- 
easterly corner of the Maxfield property where it intersects with the Parsons 
boundary line; thence continuing on the same course southerly on the Maxfield-- 
Parsons line to a point; thence turning and running in a southeasterly direction on 
the Maxfield-Parsons line to the northerly corner of the Bly land; thence turning 
and running in a southwesterly direction on the Maxfield-Bly line toa point; thence 
continuing on the Maxfield-Bly line in a southerly and southeasterly direction to 
Route 28; thence continuing on the same course across Route 28 to its 
southeasterly side; thence turning and running in a southwesteriy direction on the 
southeasterly side of Route 28 a distance of approximately 135 feet to the Kinville 
southwesterly boundary; thence turning and running in a southeasterly direction 
on said Kinville boundary to the Wolfeboro Railroad; thence turning and running 
in a northeasterly direction on the Wolfeboro Railroad across Route 109 to a point 
which is 200 feet northeasterly of Route 109; thence turning and running in a north- 
westerly direction 200 feet from and parallel to Route 109 to the point of begin- 
ning.’’ (Amendment submitted by petition). 


Amendment No. 2 

To see if the Town will vote to amend Article II, section 5 of the present Zoning 
Ordinance by striking out the second sentence of the second paragraph and adding 
the following, renumbering as required: 


Business 1c: Beginning at the intersection of Route 109 and the Boston and 
Maine Railroad (also known as the Wolfeboro Railroad) and proceeding along said 
railroad in an easterly direction 200 feet; thence turning in a northerly direction, 
paralleling Route 109 and North Line Road a distance of 200 feet from the easterly 
edge of said roads to the southeasterly-most corner of the Wolfeboro Cemetery; 
thence turning in a southwesterly direction, crossing North Line Road, for a 
distance of 1175 feet, more or less, to the northeasterly most corner of land now or 
formerly of Maxfield and land now or formerly of Parsons; thence along a 
stonewall of said land of Maxfield and Parsons S 03 42’ 53”’ E 213.36’ along a 
stonewall and land of said Maxfield to an iron pipe; thence continuing along said 
land of Maxfield and Parsons to a stone bound at the northerly corner of land now 
or formerly of Biy; thence S 62 34’ 39”’ W 512.56 feet to an iron pin; thence S 10 35’ 
21” W 214.00 feet to an iron pin; thence S 36 10’ 25” E 318.76 feet to a stone bound; 
thence continuing along the same line to the center-line of Routes 109 and 28; 
thence turning in a southwesterly direction along the centerline of said Routes 109 
and 28 toa point easterly of the projection of a line created by the stonewall of land 
now or formerly of Kinville; thence turning southeasterly along said stonewall to 
the Boston and Maine railroad (a / k / a Wolfeboro railroad); thence turning and 
following along said railroad in an easterly direction to the point of the beginning, 
provided, however, that land in said district below the 540 USGS contour line shall 
not be used for commercial purposes but shall be left in its natural state, with the 
exception of roadways necessary to service other lands not so restricted. 
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To see if the Town will vote to amend Article IX (permitted uses) and to add 
Section 8 as a business 1c district with the following permitted uses: 


Permitted Uses in Business District Ic: 


a. any use permitted in business district 1a except restaurants 
b. new and used car dealers, automobile repair shops 

c. lumber yards, sale and distribution of building supplies 
d. light industry 

e€. accessory uses. 


The purposes of this petition are to: 
1. delineate the boundaries of the business district in Center Wolfeboro to 
include the land now or formerly of Bly, and all land now or formerly of Kin- 
ville 
2. create a new business district to be known as 1c as defined above as a more 
restrictive use of the land in the area. 
(Amendment submitted by petition). 


Amendment 3 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Article 2, Paragraph 6 and strike out in 
Section 5, Paragraph 2 of the Business District 1b and insert the following: 


To extend the 1b Business District from the northerly boundary of Allen A 
(commencing from the Allen A boundary which extends across Route 28 
bounded on the northeast side by the so-called North Conway Lumber Com- 
pany and on the northwest side by the boundary of the Telephone Company 
property), to the boundary of the Agricultural District, having a Business 
District of a depth of 500 feet on either side of the centerline of Route 28 and 
Route 109 leaving a strip of 15 feet on either side of Route 28 roadway for a so- 
called green area and further requiring all buildings to be constructed in such a 
manner as to provide for parking in the rear. (Amendment submitted by 
petition). 


Amendment No. 4 


To see if the Town will vote to add the following to the Wolfeboro Zoning Or- 
dinance: 

The presently defined boundaries of the business districts shall not be subject 
to change until after the adoption of a Town Master Plan or the passage of two 
years from the date of the adoption of this resolution whichever shall occur 
first; and the confirmation and establishment herewith that the southwesterly 
limit of Business District 1b at Wolfeboro Center is the Parsons / Maxfield, 
Parsons / Bly line and its projection southeasterly across Route 28 to the 
Wolfeboro Railroad. (Amendment submitted by petition). 


Amendment No. 5 


To see if the Town will vote to include the following in the Wolfeboro Zoning 
Ordinance: 
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WETLANDS CONSERVATION DISTRICT ORDINANCE 


A. Purpose and Intent 
The purpose of this ordinance is to protect the public health, safety and 
general welfare by guiding and regulating the use of land areas which have 
been found te be subjected to high water tables for extended periods of time. 


It is intended that this ordinance shall:

. Protect the lakes and streams of the town from degradation and help maintain 
their natural beauty;

Prevent unnecessary or excessive expenditure of municipal funds for the 
purposes of providing and/or maintaining essential services and utilities 
which might be required as a result of misuse or abuse of wetlands;

. Protect unique or unusual natural areas;

. Prevent the destruction of or significant changes to natural wetlands in order 
to protect residents and businesses against the dangers of increased flooding; 


. Protect wildlife habitats and maintain ecological balances;

. Protect potential water supplies and existing aquifers (sub-surface waters) 
and aquifer recharge areas;

. Protect naturally occurring wetlands from the development of structures and 
land uses which will contribute to pollution of surface and ground water by 
sewage, other organic waste, oil or heavy metals. 


B. District Boundaries 


=" 


. Wetlands shall be those areas having very poorly drained soil as defined in the 
Soil Manual for Site Evaluation in New Hampshire (published by the New 
Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission and the New 
Hampshire State Conservation Committee). Said areas shall be determined by 
on-site inspection and tests. Isolated areas of one acre or less that are not part 
of the Lake Winnipesaukee or Saco River or Piscataqua River watersheds are 
not subject to these regulations. Land areas designated as wetlands shall 
comply with the provisions of Section C (permitted uses). 


2. Relation to other district: 


Where the wetlands conservation district is superimposed over another zoning 
district, the more restrictive regulations shall apply. 


3. Wetlands Incorrectly Delineated: 
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Where it is determined that an area has been incorrectly delineated as a 
wetland, or an area not so designated is subsequently found to meet the criteria 
for wetlands designation, the Board of Adjustment shall determine whether 
these regulations apply. 


The Board of Adjustment shall make its judgment under this section only upon 
the results of an on-site investigation by a person qualified in soils 
classification who is recommended or approved by the Carroll County Con- 
servation District. This evidence shall be acceptable only when presented in 
written form by the soils scientist to the municipality. 


4. Test Procedures: 


Soil testing procedures shall be subject to the prior review and approval of the 
Codes Enforcement Officer and be conducted by, and at the expense of, the 
landowner or developer. A complete record of the tests shall be filed with the 
Planning Board. 


C. Permitted Uses 
1. Permitted uses are those which will not require the erection or construction of 


—s oO 


any structures or building; will not alter the natural surface configuration by 
the addition of fill or by dredging; and uses that otherwise are permitted by the 
zoning ordinance, such uses may include the following: 


. Forestry - tree farming using best management practices in order to protect 


streams from damage and to prevent sedimentation; 


. Cultivation and harvesting of crops according to recognized soil conservation 


practices, including protection of wetlands from pollution caused by fertilizers 
used in such cultivation; 


. Water impoundments and well supplies; 


Natural drainage ways, or, for agricultural purposes constructed ditching by 
open ditching or subsurface tile drainage. Such open ditching or subsurface tile 
drainage for parks and recreational uses shall be by special exception. 


. Wildlife refuges; 


. Parks and recreation uses consistent with the purpose and intent of this or- 


dinance; 


. Conservation areas and nature trails; 


. Open spaces as permitted or required by the subdivision regulations or the 


zoning ordinance. 


. Special Exceptions 


The Board of Adjustment, after proper public notice and public hearing, may 
grant special exceptions for uses not otherwise permitted by these regulations 
after the application for such uses has been referred by the Board to the 
Planning Board for Site Plan review, the Conservation Commission, the Health 
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Officer and the Codes Enforcement Officer and reported upon by all four prior 
to the public hearing, or if thirty (30) days have elapsed following such referral 
without receipt of such reports. The special exceptions shall be granted after a 
determination of: 


. The adverse effects of the use upon the subject wetlands; 

. Non-pollution of surface or ground water by the proposed use; 

. Noincrease in the potential of flooding within the Town; 

. A finding that the proposed use is consistent with the intent of these 


regulations. 


Proper evidence to this affect shall be submitted in writing to the Board of 
Adjustment. The Board will then submit this evidence and the plans for the 
project to the Carroll County Conservation District and request a review and 
recommendations prior to making a decision to grant a special exception. 


Definitions:

Wetlands may generally be areas where a significant part of the vegetational | 
community and soils consists of, but does not necessarily include all of the 
following: 


. Swamps are areas where the water table is at or near the ground surface for a 


significant part of the year. The vegetational community consists mostly of 
trees or woody shrubs, such as: 


Alders Black Gum 
Winterberry Black Spruce 

Red Maple Ashs 

High Bush Blueberry Willows 

Rhodora Tamarack (Larch) 
Sphagnum Mosses Spicebush 

Atlantic White Cedar Poison Sumac 
Sweet Pepperbush Buttonbush 


. Marshes are covered with water throughout the year. They vary from wet 


meadows of moist soils to deep marshes which may be covered by 6 inches to 3 
feet of water. Seasonal water depths fluctuate. The vegetational community is 
made up of some or all of the following: 


Cattails Duck Weeds 
Water Lilies Eeelgrass 
Pickerel Weeds Frog Bits 
Sweet Gale Horsetails 
Leatherleaf Smartweeds

Bogs (or Heaths) have a significant portion of the ground or water surface 
covered with sphagnum and / or underlaid with peat of considerable depth, and 
are characterized by a distinct group of trees and plants which have been able 
to adapt to the bog’s highly acidic conditions. The water is cold and nearly 
devoid of oxygen. Bogs form in glacial depressions or naturally dammed 
depressions. 
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Typical plants are:

* as designated in the Carroll County Soil Survey of 1977 of the National 
Cooperative Soil Survey. 


5. Very Poorly Drained Soils: Water is removed from the soil so slowly that the 
water table remains at or near the surface for the greater part of the time (9-10 
months). These soils characteristically occupy level or depressed sites, are 
frequently ponded, commonly have a thick dark-colored surface layer, and 
have a gray subsoil with or without mottles. 


Amendment No. 6 
To see if the Town will vote to amend Article III, Section p by striking out 
definition of Frontage and substituting the following: 


Frontage. A lot dimension on a public or private road serving more than one 
lot, in the case of shore lots, frontage shall mean the dimensions on the body of 
water and road. Driveways to single rear lots shall not be construed as frontage 
and shall not be less than fifteen feet in width. In the case of corner lots, frontage 
and front lot lines shall mean the dimensions and lines on both intersecting streets. 


(Purpose of this amendment is to increase the road frontage necessary on shore 
lots.) 


Amendment No. 7 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Article II by inserting the following after 
the fourth sentence of the first paragraph: 


Where there is doubt as to the location of a zoning district boundary, the 


Planning Board shall determine the location of such boundary, consistent with this 
Ordinance and the Zoning Map. 
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Amendment No. 8 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Article II, Section 6 by striking out: ‘“‘toa 
point 200 feet Northwesterly of said Pine Hill Road’’, and inserting ‘‘to a point 200 
feet Northeasterly of said Pine Hill Road.” 


(Purpose of this amendment is to correct a typographical error). 


ARTICLE 18. And to transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting.

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BUDGET COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


The Budget Committee has nine members, each selected for a term of three 
years on a rotating basis. The Board of Selectmen appoint one of their members to 
serve on the Budget Committee as a voting member. 


The process used by this Committee to arrive at the presented Town Budget is 
to review each of many department budgets with a representative from that 
department and consider, carefully, other various requests. Some items are the 
cause of much more discussion and deliberation than others. Every attempt is 
made by the Budget Committee to continue present needed Town services and 
control spending as much as possible. 


The following areas, within the budget, require brief comment or 
clarification: 


The proposed replacement of a standpipe on North Main Street requiring an 
appropriation of $250,000.00 is the one item on which the Budget Committee 
members and the Board of Selectmen have not reached agreement. Information 
and explanations will be provided at the annual Town Meeting. 


This year a first step is being taken to provide a current, needed Master Plan 
for the Town and is reflected by an appropriation of $10,000.00 contained in Article 
5 of the Town Warrant. 


The Cost-of-living increase which is reflected in all wage items has been held 
at 7 percent as requested by the President. 


A comprehensive study of the Town’s water supply system has been mandated 
by the State of New Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission. 
The anticipated cost of this study is $25,000.00. 


I wish to thank all the department heads, Selectmen, the Town Manager, and 
especially the Budget Committee members who have spent many long hours of 
deliberation. It is to be noted that the Budget figures, as presented, reflect the 
majority opinions of the committee.

CONTINGENCY FUND WITHDRAWALS FOR THE YEAR, 1978 


Five times during the year of 1978, the Selectmen withdrew from the 
Contingency Fund the following expenditures: 


1. To purchase the new ladder truck for the Fire Department in the amount of 
$5,000.00. 


2. Since the lowest bid for dumpsters exceeded the appropriation, $49.76 was 
spent from the Contingency Fund. 


3. At the end of 1978, $2,684.39 was withdrawn from the Contingency Fund so 
that the Police Department could meet their final payroll expenses. 


4. The sum of $75.00 was spent so that an over-head door could be purchased 
and placed on a building that was relocated to the Abenaki Ski area. 


5. New trash containers were purchased for the downtown business area 
requiring an expenditure of $377.89.

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SELECTMEN’S PROGRESS REPORT 1978 


Much of the work accomplished by the Board of Selectmen in any given year, 
results from the votes taken at the annual town meeting. During 1978, the Board 
followed through on many proposals adopted by the voters. Among these were: 
The installation of a second incinerator unit for the Town’s new solid waste 
disposal facility. This unit was purchased and installed, and the operation of this 
town service was greatly improved. However, with the cold weather came many 
problems that effected the operation of this unit, which were rectified by the 
company who installed the incinerator unit. The cooperation of the townspeople 
was greatly appreciated, especially in the area of separation of refuse. This effort 
makes the plant operation more efficient, and also allows the Town to sell material 
that may be recycled producing revenue, such as the sale of cardboard for which 
the Town received the amount of $2,863.70. Revenue such as this helps to defray the 
cost of operating the incinerator. 


The Board, also, finalized the arrangements for the purchase of land abutting 
the Abenaki Ski area from the heirs of Clarina S. Hersey. 


As a result of the town meeting vote adopting the Expanded Elderly Tax 
Exemption plan, the Board accepted applications from those requesting such 
exemption, amounting to $385,245.00, and for the first time, applied this concept to 
the tax assessing for 1978. 


The Board submitted to the Federal government, the necessary pre- 
application material for the Community Block Grant Development program. This, 
however, was turned down by the government as Wolfeboro did not score sufficient 
points to qualify. We wish to thank the members of the study committee for the 
many hours of unselfish work they gave to the Town. 


Several projects of an ongoing nature continued to take much of our time. 
Work and progress on the new library demanded much attention, and the efforts of 
the people who worked so hard to bring this project to fruition will be a reality 
during the Spring of 1979. 


The Town acquired land in the area of the Upper Beech Pond Watershed. This 
was accomplished by the mutual efforts of the Board, and the Wolfeboro Con- 
servation Commission. 


Other highlights of 1978 include: 

The enactment of a leash law. 

The appointment of a new Code Enforcement Officer. 

The adoption of a Skateboard Ordinance. 

The adoption of an agreement with the Carroll County Commissioners 
for a temporary use of the Wolfeboro sewage treatment plant, allowing them to 
dispose of sanitary waste from the County until the construction of the new Carroll 
County office facility is completed. 


Initial steps were taken during 1978, to expedite the formulation of a Master 
Plan for Wolfeboro. Work on this project will be continuing during 1979, and as a 
result of the work done so far, an Article (number 5) has been included in this 
year’s Warrant. 
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Work was started on the new docks in the area of the Back Bay (near the 
Railroad Station). These will be ready for use during 1979, and were done with 
funds from the Town and the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation. 


Sewer line renovation was a major project during the year, and was completed 
ahead of schedule. The next phase of this project will be the paving of Route 109 
through Town. During the Spring of 1979, the New Hampshire Department of 
Public Works & Highways will resurface that section from Pickering Corner to 
Lakeview Cemetery. 


The Fire Department acquired a 1954 Maxim Ladder truck for the Town. This 
was purchased from Cranston, Rhode Island and resulted in a great saving to the 
taxpayers. Although not new, the truck will meet our needs, and thanks to the 
efforts of many volunteers, the ladder truck has been put into top notch shape. 


Hoyle, Tanner & Associates, and the Town, were honored by the New Hamp- 
shire Civil Engineers in that the spray irrigation system, designed by Hoyle, 
Tanner & Associates for the Town, was the recipient of the 1978 Outstanding Civil 
Engineering Achievement Award. 


There were innumerable other projects undertaken during the year. These are 
outlined in the minutes of the Selectmen’s meetings, which are available for public 
review at any time. Our thanks too, to WASR Radio and to the Granite State News 
for their cooperation in reporting the activities of the Board to the public. 


The year 1979, will bring with it more emphasis on looking ahead. Work will 
continue on the implementation of several recommendations in the Feeley & 
Driscoll Company’s management analysis study. This is designed to improve the 
bookkeeping and record keeping systems of the Town, and to bring more and 
better business management techniques to town government. 


Work on the development of a master plan will be a high priority matter, and 
will offer many residents the opportunity to serve the Town. In this area, the 
Selectmen would remind everyone that we are always seeking names of qualified 
citizens who wish to serve on various boards and commissions. 


Were it not for the many volunteers to these positions, and the efforts of the 
members of the Town family of employees, our progress would not be nearly as 
great. 


A special word of thanks this year to the workers of the Town departments, 
who during the long Winter months do their jobs in an efficient manner despite the 
inclement weather. These people work to maintain our electricity, water and 
sewer service and keep our roads open. It is time for all of us to recognize their 
efforts, and to say thank you for a job well done.

REPORT OF THE 
WOLFEBORO HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
1978 


Construction projects for the year consisted of the following: 

1. Part of Bay Street was rebuilt. Excavation was completed and new drainage 
laid using four hundred and fifty feet of twelve inch culvert, with the gravel and 
paving done by private contractors. This project required three hundred fifty 
man hours from excavation to the final landscaping. 

2. Haines Hill Road was widened and graveled from the foot of Haines Hill to the 
Chick Road, requiring two thousand, four hundred and twenty-four yards of 
gravel and five hundred and forty man hours of labor. 

3. A section of the Stoneham Road was rebuilt from the top of Cotton Mt. to Mr. 
Robert Thurrell’s. Pavement was broken up, rocks removed and seven hun- 
dred and eighty-four yards of gravel was put in place. The project required 
three hundred and thirty-five man hours of labor. This section is to be paved in 
1979. 

4. River Street was rebuilt from Center Street to the railroad crossing using two 
hundred and fifty yards of gravel and two hundred and ninety man hours of 
labor. This street was paved in conjunction with the sewer project in the area. 

5. A portion of Lakeview Drive was reconstructed, which required seven yards of 
stone, one hundred and twenty feet of four inch perforated drain pipe, one 
hundred and twenty-six yards of gravel, twenty-eight yards of cold patch, and 
two hundred and ninety man hours of labor to correct a drainage problem 
which existed when the street was built. Other portions of this street, while not 
as bad, will eventually need to be rebuilt. 

6. The turn-around on Chipmunk Lane, Cricket Hill Estates, was partially rebuilt 
requiring sixty three yards of gravel, eight tons of cold patch, and two hundred 
and thirty-six man hours of labor to correct a design problem which made snow 
removal difficult. 

7. The turn-around on Anagance Lane was relocated and rebuilt which required 
two hundred and eighty yards of gravel, forty tons of hot top, and two hundred 
and thirty-five man hours of labor because the turn-around was located on 
private property when originally built. 

8. Crescent Lake Avenue was rebuilt, using four hundred and eighty-seven feet of 
culvert for drainage, one hundred and thirty-three yards of gravel and one 
hundred and seventy-two man hours of labor. Paving was done by a private 
contractor in conjunction with the sewer project in the area. 

9. Sandstrom Road, (formerly Bassett Road) was widened and graveled using two 
hundred and seventy-three yards of gravel and ninety man hours of labor. 

10. The second section of Waumbeck Road, which was built last year, was shaped 
with crushed gravel and a place mix applied to finish the project. 

11. Trees were cut and the road widened on the Bickford Road from Frost Corner to 
the Beaver Dam to prepare the road for gravel. 


Seven hundred and fifty-three feet of culvert was laid and ditches cleaned at the 
following locations: 

Cotton Mountain, Stoneham Road, Treadwell Lane, Pleasant Valley, Beech 
Pond Road, Waumbeck Road, Anagance Lane, Canopache Road, Haines Hill 
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Road, the incinerator, Pork Hill Road, and Grove Street. 
A sealer coat of tar was applied at the following locations: 

Jiminy Drive, Partridge Drive, Berrywood Drive, Chipmunk Lane, Port 
Wedeln, Highland Terrace, Lakeview Drive, Estabrook Road, Clark Road, 
Canopache Road, Anagance Lane, Park Avenue, High Street, Curtis Road, 
Whitton Road, Cotton Mountain, Stoneham Road, and Dallas Road.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 
WATER DEPARTMENT - 1978 


The main line meter readings for 1978 are high due to a faulty altitude valve at 
the North Main Street tank and broken water mains, most of which were caused by 
the contractor replacing the sewer mains. The readings for the year was 
259,051,000, with the average gallons per day being 710,000, and the average gallons 
per minute, 493+. The altitude valve at the North Main Street tank has since been 
repaired. 


The four inch water main on Bay Street was abandoned after this Department 
removed the last three (3) services connected to it, making a total of twenty six 
(26) services relocated to other mains. At the time the four inch main was shut off, 
this Department discovered a leak where it ran through the woods near a brook, 
which dropped our flow to approximately one hundred twenty (120) gallons per 
minute. 


This Department had a chance to make a number of improvements to the 
system while the sewer construction was in process. Some main line valves were 
replaced, and some potential trouble spots corrected. While the lines were shut 
down, two (2) hydrant valves were installed eliminating shut-down of the mains 
when it is time to replace them. 


The Department will be employing an engineering concern to study the water 
system, as required by the Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission under 
the Federal Safe Drinking Water Act. May the Lord be with us! We sure are going 
to need more than luck!

300 feet 2 inch plastic tubing, for Cricket Hill Estates (David Sands) 


It was a rough year for the customers and the Department alike. Most people 
were very understanding and cooperative with regard to the broken mains and the 
interruption of service caused by the sewer construction. It was very frustrating 
for myself and the crew, never knowing where or what was going to happen next. It 
got to the point where I was calling them my S.W.A.T. team. The contractor would 
get in a mess and would call us to get him out of it! 


I am again asking for a 500,000 gallon standpipe for North Main Street. This is 
supposed to be an article in the Warrant for your decision. 


I wish to thank my present crew for a job well done. The Water Department 
wishes to thank all Department heads and members of their crews, contractors, 
plumbers, and anyone who helped out this past year.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 
SEWER DEPARTMENT - 1978 


The crew spent most of this year, when not working on water problems, 
working with the contractor who was reconstructing the sewer lines. The work 
under this contract was mostly to replace and repair old sewer mains to eliminate 
ground water infiltration and broken pipes. Some mains were lowered and 
relocated to better serve the area they run through, and others were cleaned and 
repaired by grouting in place rather than having to dig them up. Some sewer 
services had to be located the hard way when new lines were not placed in the 
same ditches. Water mains and services had to be located and were not always 
where they were supposed to be, accounting for some of the water breaks. Blasting 
was required in some areas also causing a few breaks. 


48 plugged sewer services 
17 plugged sewer mains 
2 services relocated from one main to another 
sewer service repaired, main to curb 
2 sewer services re-laid, main to curb 
repair to sewer line - Secondary Treatment Plant 
valve replacement, force main Lehner Street Lift Station 
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Secondary Treatment Plant 


Several of the needed changes were completed this year, making the plant 
somewhat improved over last year. Permanent fiberglass covers were placed over 
the clarifiers and monitoring equipment was installed making it easier to maintain 
other equipment and record the flow. 


The aeration system has yet to be corrected causing a problem with the total 
operation of this plant. Hopefully, the correction will be made before the plant is 
obsolete. 


A full year of pumping plant effluent to the new holding reservoir at the spray 
area site, shows that a total of 107,701,000 gallons went through the Secondary 
Treatment Plant, giving a monthly average of 8,975,000 gallons, and a daily 
average of 295,000 gallons. 


Tertiary Treatment [Spray Irrigation] 


Full use of this facility in 1978 was impossible because of weak points in the 
design layout of the spray pipes, and two frozen pipes in the winter. Utilizing the 
working pipes, the Department was able to spray some, bringing the reservoir 
down to a good level to carry us through the winter of 1978-1979. No dumping in the 
lake! The spray pumps operated a total of 2,130 hours, and sprayed an estimated 
102,111,032 gallons. The reservoir was lowered approximately twenty five feet, 
leaving approximately 6,000,000 gallons of effluent in the reservoir at the end of the 
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spray season, which was November 3, 1978. The spray season is determined to be 
six months. 


This Department is still having a problem with too much clean water in the 
sanitary sewer. People still do not seem to realize that while they are pulling a 
sneaky one on us by connecting cellar drains, sump pumps, etc., to the sewer 
system, we have our hand in their pocket. It costs just as much to pump and 
process clean water as it does waste water, because they get mixed in the process. 
It is unfortunate that the good guys have to pay for this too! Please help us to help 
you by removing such connections and drains.

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WOLFEBORO POLICE DEPARTMENT 
1978 


Herewith the annual report of the Wolfeboro Police Department for the year 
1978 and comparisons with the year 1977. Included are activities of the department, 
annual police budget and Chief’s report. 


The department’s Court activity indicates an increase in most areas. There 
were 270 adults brought before the Court and 36.juveniles. There were 45 DWI 
cases for an increase of 55 percent over 1977. Drug arrests dropped from 27 to 15. 
The department enjoyed a 98 percent conviction rate during the past year. 


This year saw the retirement of Chief Arnold H. Wentworth after 36 years in 
law enforcement. Chief Wentworth has served Wolfeboro for the past fourteen 
years, during which time the department experienced many changes. It was'with 
considerable interest that I compared the activity of the year 1965 (Chief Went- 
worth’s first full year) with the activity of 1978 and have included them with the 
annual department activities to show the growth of the department under his 
leadership. It is truly an outstanding record of accomplishment and one of which 
he can be justifiably proud. 


The retirement of Chief Wentworth created several promotions within the 
department. Lieut. Stanley E. Stevens was promoted to Chief, Insp. Donald Irvin 
promoted to lieutenant and Ptlmn. Wayne A. Black to inspector. The earlier 
resignation of Sgt. Thomas Crowell was filled by the promotion of Off. John F. 
Donovan to sergeant. 


There was a considerable increase in training over 1978. Three officers at- 
tended Basic Police Photography school, 5 attended a Juvenile Officers Training 
Seminar, 1 attended a Police Firearms Instructors School, 1 a school on Police 
Managerial Budgeting and 1 a Crime Prevention Officers School. Several officers 
are continuing college courses on their off duty time with an aim toward obtaining 
degrees in Criminal Justice. Again, there was a 40 hour school for special officers 
and a continuation of the firearms program. 


I would like to close my report by thanking the townspeople and members of 
the various town departments for their assistance and support with the assurance 
that we will continue to provide the best service possible to the Town of Wolfeboro.

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PARKS AND RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


1978 
Since 1975, the Recreation Department has strived to establish a swimming 
team. There is no doubt, now, that Wolfeboro has a champion swimming team, 
along with a fine’: Red Cross swimming program at Brewster Beach. The 
swimming team was coached by Howie Pride, and the new perma-docks, built in 
1977, aided in the teaching and training of this team. 


A new soccer program was started this past Summer for boys and girls up to 
the age of sixteen and was coached by John Howard and Jim Bean. The interest 
was very good with many boys and girls participating in the program with 
practices held every Tuesday, and Thursday, on the Foss field in the Back Bay 
playground area. This coming Summer, the Department will have at least three 
teams which will, hopefully, be playing in a league in New Hampshire. 


Plans are now being made for a Summer track team for both boys and girls. 
The Recreation Department is now looking for coaches willing to volunteer one or 
two evenings each week to prepare a team to participate in the Hershey Track & 
Field events to be held in Concord during the second week in July. Volunteers may 
contact the Director of Recreation, Mr. Donald K. Brookes. 


The playground program this past Summer was supervised by Miss Donna 
Bean, who was responsible for organizing many activities and programs at the 
Foss Field. Donna also worked with her group to display a float in the fourth of 
July parade. 


The Back Bay tennis courts were very busy this Summer, with the children’s 
program being held on Mondays and Wednesdays from 9:00 A.M. to 12:00 noon and 
the adult program held on Tuesdays and Thursdays from 9:00 A.M., to 12:00 noon. 
The tournaments held this year were: The Lipton Tea and Tennis Magazine, Avis 
and American Express, Tennis Week’s mixed doubles, the Cancer Society 
Tournament and the Parks and Recreation tournament. 


The skating program at Back Bay was slow in commencing this year. A major 
factor was the fact that the ground did not freeze because of the early snow cover. I 
still hope someday the people will see a covered rink with ice making equipment. 


A two mile fitness trail was laid out at the Abenaki Ski area this past Summer 
and it will have twenty stations. There is still a great deal of work to be done to 
complete the trail, and volunteers are being sought to assist in building this trail. A 
great deal of work has been completed on the X-Country ski trails and these trails 
were utilized by the Squam Lake Science Center when they held various classes at 
Abenaki this past Fall. 


The Abenaki Ski area is being used year around by many groups such as the 
Day Care Center, Kindergarten, Headstart, the Lions Winter Carnival, the 
Wolfeboro Jaycees for their Winter sliding party, and the Kingswood Regional 
High School ski team for their practices and ski meets. 


The Abenaki Ski area acquired two new buildings this past Summer. One was 
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from the Water and Sewer Department, which is being used for a maintenance 
workshop, and the other was donated by Mr. Herbert Phenney from Camp 
Wyanoke, which is being utilized as a first aid station by the Abenaki Ski Patrol. 
Another addition to Abenaki this Summer was a forty foot stage or band shell, built 
to the left of the main slope. Many programs such as musicals, concerts, and plays 
are already being planned. 

The Old Fire House Community Center is being utilized day and evenings by 
many clubs and organizations for their meetings and get-togethers. 


I wish to thank the many people, including Town Departments, who have made 
donations of time, money, services, and most of all moral support to this 
Department.

After a rather slow start this summer, the Libby Museum was put back into 
shape and overall the season went well. Attendance was 3,150 compared to 3,744 
last year. The prolonged periods of hot weather this summer contributed to this 
decline. Excluding cocktail party receipts, approximately thirteen hundred 
dollars was deposited to the Libby account. 


The cocktail party was held on August 19, 1978, and was a great success. Over 
eighty five people attended and the Museum took in $827.00. The profit after 
expenses was over $600.00. 


Two new birds were added to the collection -- a surf scooter donated by Mr. Len 
Fink of Mineola, New York, and a black-billed cuckoo, which was brought to us by 
the Fish and Game Department. 


Unfortunately, vandalism continued throughout the Summer, with the bird 
bath being smashed, and the signs damaged. Beer bottles had to be collected most 
every morning. 


Ms. Kathy Adkins returned to her job at the museum midway through the 
summer. She worked hard and was most reliable. 


I will not be returning next summer and wish to thank the Selectmen for their 
support during the past two summers. I have enjoyed the Libby, and will miss it. I 
would like to suggest that Sunday be the day of the week the Libby is closed as the 
attendance on that day has proven to be consistently low. It may be easier to find 
someone for next year if this recommendation is considered.

A commemorative program to celebrate the 200th anniversary of the Clark 
House was held on the grounds in August. The principal speaker was Selectman 
Lillian O. Brookes. Historical reminiscences were related by Clayton Wallace, 
Barbara Zulauf, and Helen Sabin, pertaining to Greenleaf Clark, the last resident 
of the house and donor of the property to the Town of Wolfeboro. 


The Clark House and Old Schoolhouse continue to attract an increasing 
number of visitors, including school children, special groups during the Summer, 
and by special appointment at other times. Mrs. Nancy Elliott, assisted by Miss 
Melissa Kimball and volunteers, conducted tours of the Early American Museum 
from Monday thru Saturday between 1:00 p.m., and 5:00 p.m., during July and 
August. 


Heirloom quilts and a doll collection highlighted the exhibits. The replica of the 
Governor John Wentworth Mansion is a focus of interest at the Old Schoolhouse. A 
memorial plaque honors the late George Casebolt, builder of this replica. 


The Society continues to work for the preservation of historic records, books, 
papers, artifacts, and the oral history of Wolfeboro. 


Well attended monthly meetings, with historical programs, were held during 
the year, except December, at the Community Center on Lehner Street. Despite 
increased attendance and fund raising by the Society, costs continue to outrun 
revenue. 


Minor repairs were made to both buildings during the year. The Society 
planted new trees to replace those removed and the Garden Club maintained the 
herb garden. The Clark House grounds continue to be the responsibility of 
caretaker, Morrill Brown.

Thirty-two cases were reviewed by the Board of Adjustment during the 
calendar year 1978. Of these cases, twenty were for variances, ten were for special 
exceptions, and two were rehearings.

The special exceptions were as follows: 


1 non-profit operation in agricultural 

2 additions (new) to existing buildings under 25 percent rule 
4 home occupations 

1 cluster development 

1 conversion to two apartments 

1 road with less than required width 


The rehearings were both in regards to conversion under a variance. 


Of the thirty-two cases heard, twenty-three were granted, eight denied, and 
one withdrawn. 


The operation of the Board of Adjustment is such that most costs of the 
hearings are born by the petitioner. For the year 1978, $1,530.55 was collected as 
fees for the thirty-two cases heard, the costs that have been billed are $1,128.83. 
Costs for December, 1978, were not billed until January, 1979, the reason for the 
difference between income and outlay by the Board.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


1978 


The Planning Board reviewed and approved seventeen subdivisions and fif- 
teen site reviews of non-residential developments in 1978. 


The year saw an increase in the number of major subdivisions coming before 
the Board as three subdivisions of 28, 33, and 43 lots respectively were granted 
approval. The last of these subdivisions included a cluster of nine cottage units and 
was the first subdivision to utilize the Open Space Preservation Option of the 
Zoning Ordinance. 


A disagreement arose over the location of the boundary line separating the 
business and residential districts in Wolfeboro Center and the situation was further 
confused when a question was raised concerning the procedures followed in 
adopting the amendment to the Zoning Ordinance which presently describes the 
Wolfeboro Center business district. An attempt to resolve the difficulties by 
amending the Zoning Ordinance to include a new description of that business 
district, presented at a special town meeting held in November, was unsuccessful. 


The Planning Board met with the Preliminary Master Plan Committee and, 
based on that Committee’s report, the Board is requesting that $10,000 be ap- 
propriated at this year’s town meeting to provide funding for professional con- 
sulting advice, secretaria! services, reference maierials, supplies, and the costs of 
public notices. This should set the stage for work to begin on the preparation of an 
updated master plan for the Town of Wolfeboro.

WOLFEBORO CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


1978 


As a result of divergence of opinion in Town in regard to the most appropriate 
approach to use of the Front Bay area, the Town Conservation Commission 
requested, and received the assistance of the North Country Resource Con- 
servation and Development Project in making an impartial assessment. Com- 
pleted copies of this report were then made available to the Selectmen, Planning 
Board, Lakes Region Planning Commission and other interested parties. 


Information from the Front Bay assessment report has reinforced the feelings 
of the Conservation Commission as to the value of this and other prime wetlands in 
helping to maintain the high quality of our lakes. A great deal of our time and effort 
has been spent paying close attention to these areas. 


The Commission was able to assist the Planning Board by putting together a 
Prime Wetlands District Ordinance, which will be voted on at this year’s Town 
Meeting. We also held a public meeting relative to the proposed filling of a wetland 
on Lake Wentworth. 


At the request of the Selectmen, the Commission was able to purchase about 
twenty acres of land in the Beech Pond area out of the Conservation Fund. It is 
fortunate that the Town was able to acquire this piece of property, as this will give 
added protection to the watershed of the Town’s water supply. 


It has been a busy year, with many more than the usual monthly meetings. 


The Commission feels that it is fortunate in enjoying a fine working 
relationship among the members of the Commission, as well as with the Selectmen 
and the Planning Board.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF 
AND TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


For more than 80 years, a cooperative effort between the State of New 
Hampshire and local forest fire authorities has created a forest fire prevention and 
suppression program that is recognized as superior throughout the United States. 


Since the first forest fire laws were written in 1895, the state and local com- 
munity governments have worked together to prevent and combat forest fires. 


Today, 249 forest fire wardens and more than 1,800 deputy wardens are ap- 
pointed every three years by the State Forester to work with the members of the 
State Forest Fire staff in this effort. State funds are used to pay one-half the cost of 
forest fire suppression costs incurred by local forest fire organizations, within pay 
rates established by the Governor and Council. State funds matched by local funds 
are used to purchase hand tools to suppress forest fires, to train local forest fire 
crews and in forest fire prevention work. 


All outside burning, when the ground is not covered with snow, is permitted 
only after obtaining a written fire permit from your local Forest Fire Warden. 
Penalty for burning without a permit when one is required is a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine up to $1,000 or a jail term of up to one year or both.

CHIEF ENGINEER'S REPORT 


The department answered a total of 117 alarms for the year, which consisted of 
15 box, 4 engineer calls, 3 brush and 95 still alarms. 23 of the still alarms were 
chimney fires and 2 of the box alarms were caused by wood stoves. 


In responding to the calls, the department traveled 703 miles, employed 671 


man hours of labor, used 2950 feet of 34 inch hose, 2900 feet of 114 inch hose, 1450 
feet of 24 inch hose and raised 375 feet of ladders. 


The members of the department assisted the local schools and hospital with 
fire drills, inspected 36 oil burner installations, 6 homes for day care, 4 places of 
assembly and held first aid extinguisher classes for hospital personnel. 


Several members of the department attended fire schools at Fitzwilliams and 
Gilford, New Hampshire. Eight members attended a cold weather school at the 
University of New Hampshire. One member attended the arson school at St. An- 
selm’s College, Manchester, New Hampshire, and one member attended the arson 
school at the University of Maine, Orono, Maine. 


A 1954, 75 foot aerial ladder truck was purchased this year. The station men 
with the help of several of the call men refinished and painted it. Eight hundred 
feet of 3 inch hose, new plectrons and other small equipment was purchased. 
Repairs were made on Hose II and yearly maintenance on the fireboat. 


Several of the rooms in the station will need to be painted this year and it looks 
as if the roof on the apparatus room may need to be replaced. 


I would like to thank the Selectmen, Mr. Krapp, members of the Wolfeboro 
Town Departments, The Granite State News, Radio Station, WASR and all citizens 
of the Town for the cooperation we have received from them.

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WOLFEBORO RESCUE SQUAD 
REPORT FOR 1978 


For calendar year 1978 the Wolfeboro Rescue Squad responded to 79 calls: 34 
medical emergencies, 23 fires, and 22 vehicular accidents. We provided stand-by 
services for nine civic functions. 


At our twice-monthly meetings we continued in-service medical and rescue 
training. In conjunction with the fire department, the squad conducted a mock 
explosion and fire disaster at the Wolfeborough Railroad yard on Railroad Avenue. 
Additional fire training for the squad was provided by the fire department at the 
mock fire involving the Durgin Block on North Main Street. 


Several squad members attended advanced medical and rescue training 
exercises at the Lily Pond Training Yards, Laconia, the cold weather fire and 
rescue seminars conducted by the Fire Instructors Association of New Hampshire 
at the University in Durham, and the orthopedic and respiratory care workshops 
conducted in Hanover at Dartmouth-Hitchcock Medical Center. Further, squad 
members both participated in and instructed at the vehicle extrication and rescue 
courses sponsored by Lakes Region Mutual Fire Aid Association held at Laconia 
High School in early summer. Two squad members instructed in a similar course 
in the fall sponsored by Twin Rivers Mutual Fire Aid Association in Franklin. 


The Hurst Power Rescue Tool, the Jaws of Life, was delivered to the squad in 
July and after appropriate training sessions involving both rescue and fire per- 
sonnel, was put into service. The squad has been summoned four times for use of 
the Hurst tool. 


Once again, the Rescue Squad sincerely thanks the fire department, police 
department, town officials and town agencies for the help and advice given us this 
past year.

1978 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Municipal Electric Department decreased electric rates September 1, 
1978, by approximately 10.7 percent as a result of a rate study completed by A. E. 
Hodsdon Company. Six primary general service large use customers were in- 
creased. As Public Service increased their rates to us, a 23 cent per 100 Kilowatt 
hour surcharge was added to the new rates. The fuel charge portion of the bill, 
which is the increase in fuel cost above 1972 base year, remained stable in 1978. As 
the KVA demand portion of the Public Service Company purchased power bill is 
now $4.40 per KVA, the department is fortunate to have the diesel generating 
station to shave the demand during peak periods effecting the billings up to twelve 
months. The maximum demand for 1978 was 6,600 KVA, with the maximum billed 
demand 5,616 KVA in September. The savings for the year were $10,175.85, which 
was achieved by operating the power plant 147 hours. 


Town owned street light billings were increased to keep in line with other 
street light charges. Also, fuel charges are now added to this amount. The line 
extension policy was rewritten in line with other utilities in the state to protect the 
Department against not receiving adequate revenue from an extension. 


The Department returns all street light billings and public bodies electric 
accounts to the town in lieu of taxes. Also, the department contributed $4,268.79 in 
labor to the town including Christmas tree installations. 


The Department was instructed by the Public Utilities Commission to make 
available time-of-day and time-of-use rates in 1979. A. E. Hodsdon Company was 
consulted to formulate these new rates. 


Guy L. Krapp, Town Manager, was appointed to the Board of Directors of 
Northeast Public Power Association. The Association is a regional organization of 
utilities which are consumer owned. The Association conducts safety meetings, 
provides information through a newspaper, and allows various group transactions. 


Submarine cable was replaced to the islands on Lake Winnipesaukee due to 
damage caused by a lightning strike. Also, the cable to Triggs Island on Lake 
Wentworth was replaced. Several improvements to provide better service were 
made to the distribution lines. They include new lines to Barndoor and Melody 
Islands, Pleasant Valley, Pork Hill Road, College Road, Whitton Road and Diamon 
Corner. 


If you do have a service interruption, please report it to the Town Offices (569- 
3900) between 8:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. During off duty hours, please call the 
Wolfeboro Fire Dept. (569-1400), even though you may assume someone has 
reported the outage. 


As in the past few years:the Department is filing two reports. The budget for
